him if he attempted it. 

The crown prosecutor, who expressed 
a very natural sympathy with the lieu- 
tenant, who killed to defend his wife 
from a scoundrel, under circumstances 
of the utmost provocation, likewise de- 
nounced the introduction of the s0- 
called unwritten law for the first time 
into an English court of justice. 

The presiding judge, Sir Henry Me- 
‘ Cardie, one of the most eminent and 
at the same time quite the youngest of 
all the $25,000 a year justices of the 
King’s Bench division of the High court, 
was particularly careful in his summing 
up to emphasize, in the most clear and 
unmistakable terms, that “the unwrit- 
ten law does not exist in * that 
it is the negation of law"; that it is 
“opposed to the most elementary prin- 
ciples of British justice—namely, open 
trial and unbiased adjudication.”

ways been a certain amount of rivalry 
between these two great officers of the 
crown. 

Whenever the viceroy has been a weak 
man he has been blindly submissive to 
orders from the secretary of state and 
has rendered passive obedience to his 
authority. 

Viceroys of independence and of 
strength of character, such as Lord 
Curzon, have refrained from looking to 
Whitehall for directions and have taken 
the ground that, being on the scene, 


they were far better qualified to know 


what was needed than cabinet ministers, 
no matter how clever, many thousands 
of miles away. In fact, Lord Curzon 
may be said to have governed India with 
complete disregard of the secretary of 
state for India until his memorable quar- 
rel with the late Lord Kitchener, then 
commanding in chief of the military 
forces in India. 

The quarrel was of a very acute char- 
acter and when Lord Curzon found that 
Kitchener was supportéd by the secre- 
tary of state, Lord Midleton, and there- 
fore presumably by the entire cabinet at 
home, he threw up his office, resigned, 
and returned home.
